It is too early to tell yet as to just 
how big of a can of worms the U. S. 
District Court in San Antonio opened 
up last week. It could well be a real 
benefit to the taxpayers of the Hamlin 
Independent School District, but at 
the same time it could cause almost 
unlimited damage to our whole 
system of financing our schools. 
The San Antonio court has ruled 
that our present system of financing 
schools primarily on local property 
taxes is in violation of both the state 
and federal constitutions. 
It was the contention of the court 
that students living in poorer districts 
should not be penalized because of it 
and that they should have just as good 
an educational opportunity as those 
living in the richer districts. 
Through its Minimum Foundation 
Program the State of Texas has tried 
to equalize this problem to some 
extent but the Court has ruled this is 
not enough. Under the present 
system, every student gets at least 
the minimum educational program 
but in districts where there was more 
wealth, or the more willingness to 
pay, the students received better 
opportunities for an education. 
Under this present system there 
have been at least two glaring 
problems. One has been the one ruled 
unconstitutional by the court — the 
inability of some districts to provide 
equal educational opportunities for 
their youngsters because they simply 
did not have enough wealth to tax. 
The second has been the problem of 
unequal values across the state. A 
district's share of the state money has 
been based on its ability to pay its own 
way. The problem here has been that 
this is based to a large extent on 
county values and some counties set 
their values high and some set them 
low. 
If a recent state-wide survey of 
market values is right then Hamlin 
has been paying much more than its 
fair share for education. 
It is likely that this recent court 
ruling, if it stands up when it goes to 
the Supreme Court and it is expected 
to, will solve both of these problems 
but it could create many more new 
ones. 
It will likely solve these problems 
because 
it 
appears 
that 
the 
Legislature will have to come up with 
some way other than property taxes 
to finance local schools. 
There probably will continue to be 
some property taxes but not to the 
present extent and these will 
probably have to be based on state­ 
wide values and may have to be 
collected by the state. 
But among the many problems that 
may arise out of this situation are: 
The loss of local control over public 
schools. 
The very possible mess the 
Legislature may make in coming up 
with a different method if financing 
our schools. 
The liklihood that the courts may 
rule that if education must be equal 
from district to district why not from 
state to state? 
The first problem does not worry 
me as much as the other two. The 
local districts have already lost most 
of their control over our educational 
system. About all the local control we

An adjustment of long 
distance telephone rates within 
Texas, announced on July 31, 
but deferred because of the 
wage price freeze baa been 
authorized by the Price Com­ 
mission in Washington and went 
to effect at 12:01 a.m. Wed­ 
nesday, December 29. 


The new telephone rates 
feature reduced charges for 
most One-Plus Dialing and 
increased rates for operator- 
assisted calls within Texas. 


Bud McCasland, manager for 
Southwestern Bell, here said 
the adjustment should increase 
the company’s intra-state 
revenue by about 2 percent. 
Also being introduced along 
with the new rate for one plus 
dialing are: 


A new one-minute initial 
period of night (ll p.m. to 8 
a.m.) One-Plus calls which do 
not require services of an 
operator; 
New rates for all operator- 
assisted 
calls 
(station-to- 
station, person-to-person, credit 
card, coin, third number end 
collect) during ell calling 
periods;

Federal Land 
Bank Announces 
Lower Interest 


Joe Harper, manager of the 
Federal Land Bank Association 
of Haskell, announced today

have now is to figure out how we are 
going to pay for the things that the 
state says we must do and now they 
will just tell us how to pay for it. 
From past performances of the 
Legislature it is very likely that they 
will really come up with a mess trying 
to solve this problem. They will have 
to have a special session in the near 
future because they could not solve 
the financial problems of the last 
Legislative session. With this added 
burden on the Legislature, the only 
hope that I can see for it , is annual 
sessions because they are going to 
find financing all the schools in the 
state on a two year system an almost 
impossible task. 


But this last possibility is the one 
that really scares me. When you think 
of the mess the federal government 
has made out of welfare you don’t 
have to let your imagination run verv 
far to figure out all of the possible 
ways that they could mess up local 
education. 


I think that the court was probably 
right in its decision but cannot help 
but wonder what problems lie ahead 
for us now. 
Just a passing thought — Since 
some schools across the state have 
swimming pools do we close them 
down or build everybody a swimming 
pool?

Show Deadlines Monday 


It is too early to tell yet as to just 
how big of a can of worms the U. S. 
District Court in San Antonio opened 
up last week. It could well be a real 
benefit to the taxpayers of the Hamlin 
Independent School District, but at 
the same time it could cause almost 
unlimited damage to 
our 
whole 
system of financing our schools. 
The San Antonio court has ruled 
that our present system of financing 
schools primarily on local property 
taxes is in violation of both the state 
and federal constitutions. 
It was the contention of the court 
that students living in poorer districts 
should not be penalized because of it 
and that they should have just as good 
an educational opportunity as those 
living in the richer districts. 
Through its Minimum Foundation 
Program the State of Texas has tried 
to equalize this problem to some 
extent but the Court has ruled this is 
not enough. Under the present 
system, every student gets at least 
the minimum educational program 
but in districts where there was more 
wealth, or the more willingness to 
pay, the students received better 
opportunities for an education. 
Under this present system there 
have been at least two glaring 
problems. One has been the one ruled 
unconstitutional by the court — the 
inability of some districts to provide 
equal educational opportunities for 
their youngsters because they simply 
did not have enough wealth to tax. 
The second has been the problem of 
unequal values across the state. A 
district’s share of the state money has 
been based on its ability to pay its own 
way. The problem here has been that 
this is based to a large extent on 
county values and some counties set 
their values high and some set them 
low. 
If a recent state wide survey of 
market values is right then Hamlin 
has been paying much more than its 
fair share for education. 
It is likely that this recent court 
ruling, if it stands up when it goes to 
the Supreme Court and it is expected 
to, will solve both of these problems 
but it could create many more new 
ones. 
It will likely solve these problems 
because 
it 
appears 
that 
the 
Legislature will have to come up with 
some way other than property taxes 
to finance local schools. 
There probably will continue to be 
some property taxes but not to the 
present extent and these will 
probably have to be based on state­ 
wide values and may have to be 
collected by the state. 
But among the many problems that 
may arise out of this situation are: 
The loss of local control over public 
schools. 
The very 
possible 
mess the 
Legislature may make in coming up 
with a different method if financing 
our schools. 
The liklihood that the courts may 
rule that if education must be equal 
from district to district why not from 
state to state? 
The first problem does not worry 
me as much as the other two. The 
local districts have already lost most 
of their control over our educational 
system. About all the local control we

Federal Land 
Bank Announces 
Lower Interest 


Joe Harper, manager of the 
Federal Land Bank Association 
of Haskell, announced today 
that The Federal Land Bank of 
Houston will reduce the interest 
billing rate on variable rate 
loans to 7 percent. “ This 
reduction will be effective 
January I, 1972, on all variable 
rate loans and affects more 
than 177 million dollars in loan 
volume to more than 5,000 
Texas farmers and ranchers,” 
Harper stated. 
The variable rate loan plan 
which was introduced by the 
Houston Bank in July, 1969, lets 
the interest rate “float” over 
the variations in the money 
market. This is the third time in 
the past year that the billing 
rate has been reduced. “Con­ 
tinued im provem ent in the 
money m arket has made this 
reduction possible and is in line 
with the B ank’s policy of 
providing farm ers and ranchers 
of Texas credit at the lowest 
possible cost consistent with 
sound business p ra c tic e s,”
